Popular Stamps 
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Coming April Ist 





Last December it was announced 
that postage stamps would be issued 
in 1952 that were developed from 
designs conceived by Canadian art- 
ists on the invitation of the Post 
Office Department. Today the Hon. 
Alcide Cote, Postmaster General, an- 


nounced that the first of such 
stamps will be issued on the 1st of 
April and it will be a 20c stamp de- 
signed to symbolize the wealth of 
“Forestry Products" that are manu- 
factured from Canada's great timber 
resources, 

The announcement of the design of 
this 20c stamp has resulted in a 
large number of commendatory re- 
views from authoritative sources to 
a degree that has not been equalled 
for a great many years. 

The stamp design was created by 
Mr. A. L. Pollock, an industrial art- 
ist of Toronto. The main element 
of the design is composed of a broad 
strip of wood which, at the extreme 
left, is cut to form a simple conifer- 
ous tree shape and at the extreme 
right is bleached and curved into a 
curl of paper. Incorporated in the 
center of this main element is the

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That Plate Six Four-Cent Orange 


In view of the number of letters 
received by the editor of P.S. and 
also by our writer “Scotia” of “Most- 
ly About Plate Blocks,” regarding 
the scarcity of plate blocks of the 


Orange 4c stamp of plate 6, we offer 
the following. 

Major D. C. MacMillan of Ottawa 
has been in touch with the Philatelic 
Division of the Post Office Depart- 
ment in an endeavour to learn some 
of the whys and wherefores of this 
item. The writer has had opportunity 
to see copies of this correspondence 
and will touch on it briefly. 

Before doing so we might intro- 
duce the subject by noting that The 


Canada Plate Block Catalog, which 


made its appearance around Capex 
time in September, lists the colour 
change of the current 4c with the re- 
mark “Uncertain,” presumably rela- 
tive to position or price. In any event 
the item was known to be scarce at 
that time and continued to be so. 
Holders of plate blocks of plate 6 
were rare and the item commanded 
a premium. Then in January some of 
the positions began to show up at a 
few post offices, somewhat to the 
consternation of interested plate 
block collectors and others. 

Mr. MacMillan’s correspondence 
with the Department raises the ques- 
tion of distribution of this stamp. 
He points out that six months earlier 
he had been informed by telephone 
in answer to a telephone request that 
a very small number of the sheets 
had been printed before the plate 
broke and that they had never been 
in stock at the agency. Now, several 
months later many sheets from this 
plate are appearing in post offices 
across country. 

He points out if sheets from this 
plate are very scarce, they are an 
investment. If they are plentiful, 
they are not, and is critical of the 
way this stamp has been handled. 
The limited appearance of this stamp 
in early months had led collectors 
and dealers to believe the item scarce 
and several months later the appear- 
ance of the stamp in somewhat plen- 
tiful numbers upset all calculations. 

Mr. MaeMillan felt that some re- 
cords must be available for this plate 


and asked for information on the 
number of sheets printed on plate 6 
in the 4c orange colour and what dis- 
position was made of the sheets 
which resulted in them turning up 
at random all over the country for 
a several months period of time. 

In their reply we quote that por- 
tion of the letter having reference 
to the subject: 

Plate No. 6 of the 4c, King George 
VI, 1949 issue, was used for the 
printing of this stamp in its original 
color, red, and also was one of the 
first plates used for the printing of 
this stamp in the new colour, orange. 
As reported to you by telephone this 
printing plate cracked early in its use 
for the printing of the 4c stamp in 
the new colour and only 1,300,000 
stamps printed from this plate were 
delivered by the manufacturers to 
the Department. This quantity of 
stamps would be assembled in 13,000 
Post Office panes. This quantity 
compares with the normal expected 
number of panes from a printing 
plate of 1,000,000 or more. 

In view of the comparatively small 
quantity of impressions of the orange 
stamp made from the plate in ques- 
tion, there was not sufficient stock 
of this stamp to select well-centered 
items for philatelie sales. The whole 
was delivered to the Distribution 
Section of the Department and dis- 
tributed to Post Offices. No record 
is kept of the plate numbers of de- 
nominations that are distributed to 
Post Offices. No examples of the 
stamp printed from the plate number 
in question are available from our 
stocks. 

Acknowledging their letter Mr. 
MacMillan remarks that philatelic 
material in short supply is desirable 
no matter what the condition and 
that in this instance several thousand 
dollars worth of this item could have 
been sold to philatelists through the 
Philatelic Section and none of them 
wasted in postal use. 

“Scotia”, in his column recently 
offered the suggestion that a supply 
of the first printing of every stamp 
and plate should go to the Philatelic 
Section before being released for post 
office distribution.

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Some Little Fellows Move Up 


In studying Canada stamp values 
one thinks first of the classic pence 
and many of us wish we could afford 
to collect them but find we can’t. So 
we have to be content in collecting 
those within our means. Perhaps we 
try to convince ourselves that we are 


not interested in values but collect 
only for the pleasure of it. Well, 
that’s an ideal thought but back of it 
all who doesn’t get a kick out of 
seeing that a stamp he bought ten 
years ago has jumped in price, 
whether its the other fellow’s 10d 
blue or our own little items we 
bought for a few cents each. And, 
as they get older, they do move up. 
Why shouldn’t they! In their day 
they did postal service. Once suc- 
ceeded by new issues there never will 
be more of the old ones — if any- 
thing, less through natural hazards 
of loss, ageing or retirement to the 
seclusion of collections the world 
over. All of us have noticed how 
here and there among these little 
fellows, certain ones have started to 
move up, leaving their immediate 
companions behind. Sometimes we 
learn the reason and sometimes we 
don’t. To illustrate we mention a few, 
giving Scott catalog value as of 1939 
and 1952

There are others, as occasional 
items among coils, booklets and earl- 
ier issues than we have mentioned. 
Perhaps the same stamp in used con- 
dition did not move up in proportion 
with the mint variety but has ap- 
preciated also. 

The 3e Seroll is outstanding in 
modern 3c items which generally are 
common and low priced. In the case 
of the Scroll item it had a low print- 
ing and short life before being super- 
ceded. 

The Bluenose profited by recogni- 
tion as one of the world’s most 
beautiful stamps. The $1.00 Parlia- 
ment and 50c Grand Pre moved up 


a few years ago when it was dis- 
covered that supplies were short in 
mint condition. Investors had failed 
to stock up in quantity, particularly 
on the Grand Pre which was lightly 
regarded on its appearance. The Mt. 
Cavell early catalogued well but 
probably has not moved up as much 
as first expected. A low printing 
may be concluded as reason for in- 
creased value of the Loyalist stamp 
and the 13c Yacht may have been in- 
fluenced by buying campaign of an 
investor a few years ago. 

Two mint sets that have more than 
doubied in the same period are the 
1897 Jubilee and the 1908 Quebec 
Tercentenary. Perhaps the lowered 
buying power of the dollar has some 
bearing but aside from that the in- 
crease in value of the items men- 
tioned still shows a handsome profit. 





LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
Wiseton, Sask. 
Dear Mr. McCready: 

I have on hand a cover postmarked 
“Saskatoon District Emergency No. 
1 - P.M. - FE.5 - bl" which was 
posted at Lepine, Sask. In answer 
to an enquiry as to its use, L. S. 
Cumming, District Inspector, Saska- 
toon, replies in part: 

“I wish to say that Lepine, Sask., 
Post Office was completely destroyed 
by fire on January 15th, 1951 and it 
was necessary for me to supply the 
postmaster with new equipment, in- 
cluding an emergency date stamp. 

Post office date stamps are pre- 
pared in Ottawa and it takes from 
ten days to two weeks to have one 
manufactured. In the meantime it is 
necessary to supply postmasters in 
such cases with some sort of date 
stamp with which to cancel the 
stamps on the letters which are post- 
ed at the office concerned. District 
Post Office Inspectors are supplied 
with emergency date stamps for just 
such purpose and when the post 
office at Lepine was destroyed by 
fire the postmaster was supplied 
with “Saskatoon District Emergency 
No, 1” date stamp to be used until 
a new stamp reading “Lepine” had 
been received." 

I don't know if these postmarks 
are common or not, it is the first of 
its kind I have seen.—W. S. R.

U.S. NOTES

The North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization stamp is expected to be given 


first day sale at Washington in 
April. 
The Mount Rushmore Memorial 


stamp will commemorate the 25th 
Anniversary of the start of carving 
massive figures of Washington, Jef- 
ferson, Lincoln and Theodore Roose- 
velt on the granite face of Mount 
Rushmore in South Dakota’s Black 
Hills. Deadwood City has been men- 
tioned as the possible first day city. 
Since the work was formally started 
August 10, 1927, this date is regard- 
ed as the logical one for the first 
day sale of this 25t5h Anniversary 
stamp. 

The stamp commemorating the 
100th Anniversary of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers will be 
issued September 8th in Chicago. The 
first day sale would be in connection 
with the Society’s annual convention. 

No definite date has been set for 
issue of the stamp honoring the 
newspaper boys of America. Febru- 
ary 1, was suggested as the date in 
the bill authorizing the stamp, but it 
may not be issued as it is impossible 
to issue it this year in connection 
with the National Newspaper Boys’ 
Week. 

The Grand Coulee Dam Stamp 
which will mark the 50th Annivers- 
ary of Federal activity in reclama- 
tion and the first delivery of water 
from Grand Coulee Dam to the 
Columbia Basin Reclamation Project 
will probably appear in May, accord- 
ing to Washington reports. 

The International Red Cross stamp 
will be issued on the 1st of May. The 
American Red Cross will conduct its 
annual campaign for funds during 
March, and issue of the stamp seems 
likely then. It would give the Red 
Cross some good advertising. March 
1st of this year will be the 70th An- 
niversary of the ratification by the 
U.S., of the Geneva Convention, also. 

The date for the first day sale of 
the stamp commemorating the 400th 
Anniversary of the Printing of the 
Bible from movable type has not 
been announced yet. 


POPULAR STAMPS 


March, 1952. 


The slogan cancellation marking 
the 150th Anniversary of the U.S. 
Military Academy was placed in use 
Jan., 5th at West Point, N.Y., post 
office. The slogan reads: “1802 — 
U.S.M.S.—1952 / Sesquicentennial / 
West Point, N.Y." It wil be used 
through June 30th. 

Another slogan of special interest 
is the pictorial “Battle of Trenton” 
which was placed in use late last year 
at Trenton, N.J. This one has a pro- 
file of George Washington and reads 
*1776-1951 / Battle of Trenton." It 
was reported that this one would be 
used only a few days, but it will re- 
main in service through June 30th, 
also. 

The U.S. issued 57 stamps during 
1951, but only 8 of these are valid 
for postage. The other varieties are 
revenue stamps, but will be listed in 
Seott's catalog. 

The 1c postal card overprinted 
“Revalued / 2c / P.O. Dept." seems 
to have been available before Jan. 
1, 1952. The revaluing of the obsolete 
le postal cards is being carried out 
at post offices where substantial 
quantities of the old ones are on 
hand. Someone reports seeing a re- 
valued one in December. 

The background of the Baltimore 
& Ohio stamp commemorating the 
125th Anniversary of this railroad, 
portrays the charter which the Mary- 
land Legislature granted in 1827. It 
was issued on the 28th of February. 

The design of the stamp commem- 
orating the 50th Anniversary of the 
American Automobile Association 
features automobiles of the 1902 and 
1952 periods, and a scene illustrating 
a school safety patrolman and two 
young girls at a street crossing. It 
was issued on the 4th of March. 

There are 65 post offices in the 
U.S., using the “Bond Flag" slogan 
cancellation. The slogan reads: “U.S. 
Treasury / Defense Bond / Flag City 
Award.” 

No date has been set for the stamp 
commemorating the 175th Annivers- 
ary of the arrival in this country of 
the Marquis de Lafayette. This will 
be announced later. 


Note change of address in A. K.

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Covers From Ghost Town 





Mine buildings at right and left above are about all that remain standing 
in Phoenix today. 


In December Popular Stamps we 
had a short story on Phoenix, B.C., 
now a ghost city but once Canada's 
highest city and a bustling mining 
camp. Our story dealt with the death 
of Phoenix's last inhabitant, one Wil- 
liam Henry Bambury, who came 
there in 1900 at the age of 33 to 
work on the C.P.R. According to 
those figures Bambury was 84 at 
time of his death. In its heyday, 
Phoenix had five churches, 17 
saloons, two  railways, an opera 
house, three schools and 3,500 people. 
13,500,000 tons of copper ore were 
taken out of Phoenix’ mountains. A 
famous mine was the Coppermine 
Glory Hole. The town stood 4,300 
feet above sea level. 


Our article carried the query as to 
whether anyone had covers from 
Phoenix. It so happens that Miss 
Jean G. Roberts of Victoria, B.C., is 
a collector of these old covers and 
partieularly of ghost towns. Her 
story of the Phoenix covers is inter- 
esting. In the summer of 1950, Mrs. 
M. Tod, a friend of Miss Roberts 
made a trip into the upper B.C. 
country and having told Miss Roberts 
she planned visiting Phoenix where 
some of her family had resided in 
the *boom days" Miss Roberts asked 
her if she would try and locate some 
covers for her. 

As Mrs. Tod knew Mr. Bambury, 
she promised to try and obtain some 
from him. In this respect she was 


successful and these covers are now 
in Miss Roberts! possession. Most. 
of them are of the year 1915 and 
back-stamped “Phoenix.” (What a 
pity this practice of back-stamping 
has been discontinued by the Post 
Office, except on registered mail). 
One cover is from England, another 
from Chicago, both  back-stamped 
“Phoenix.” The most interesting one 
is one postmarked Phoenix, June 2nd 
md Treadwell, Alaska, June 20th, 
1915. 


While on the trip Mrs. Tod took 
several pictures of the Phoenix site, 
one of which we reproduce herewith. 
She also made several notes for the 
pietures which are as follows: 

Location — On top of the “Hill” 
between Greenwood and Grand Forks. 
Two miles beyond and over 2,000 feet 
above Greenwood — ascend by a 
series of switchbacks. Lovely little 
town-site, on top of the world — 
level and roomy. 

History—Started in the late 1890’s 

flourished first quarter of this 
century — four or five hotels in hey- 
day, concert hall, churches, railway 
and station, waterworks, etc. Ceme- 
tery most interesting where there is 
a cenotaph for World War I. 

Ghost Town—When pay dirt ceas- 
ed, it soon became a town of empty 
buildings. A few were salvaged. 
Many were looted. Only two or three, 
of the mine buildings remain fairly 
intact. Scattered patches of lumber 
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show where flimsier buildings have 
fallen in on themselves. Board side- 
walks are still traceable. Rusty hyd- 
rants still look important. World 
War I cenotaph is the only cared-for 
spot, carefully kept with flag by the 
Legion. 

Characters — The last person to 
live in Phoenix was the late W. H. 
Bambury. He went into Phoenix 
around 1899, and had a rich store of 
information and pictures re Phoenix 
during its boom. 

Another colourful figure was 4- 


paw, a livery man there in boom 
days. 

(Mr. Bambury lived on the out- 
skirts of Phoenix, on the road to 


Greenwood). 





And while we are on the early 
fame of British Columbia mining 
days we wish to include the following 
on Barkervile by B. A. McKelvie 
in the Vancouver Province. Barker- 
ville, Lilloet, Quesnell are all wrap- 
ped up philatelieally in the story of 
early British Columbia  Expresses, 
stories on which appeared in Popular 
Stamps some years ago by Mr. Ger- 
ald E. Wellburn. Aside from that 
who doesn't thrill to the adventure 
and romance in the story of early 
mining days, be they located wher- 
ever they may? We think Mr. Mc- 
Kelvie has in an apt way captured 
the spirit of the thing in the follow- 
ing story of Barkerville: 





GHOST TOWN ONCE ROLLING 
IN GOLD 

Pieturesque old Barkerville, strag- 
gling along Williams Creek, once 
proudly called itself the “Gold Capi- 
tal of the World." 

Time and the exhaustion of the 
easily worked placers dealt unkindly 
with the famous old Cariboo town. 
Despite fire and recurrent hard times 
and dwindling population Williams 
Creek remained for 90 years the of- 
ficial location of Cariboo’s Gold Com- 
missioner. 

The very fact that the pivotal 
point of a vast mining district was 
there gave tottering old Barkerville 
a measure of importance, and com- 
fort to the brave old prospectors who 
still combed the locality with unfail- 
ing faith that some day the glory of 
the creek would return. Now, how- 
ever, official word has gone forth: 
the headquarters of the Gold Com- 
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missioner is to be removed to Ques- 
nel — and Barkerville mourns this 
further decline of her greatness. 

True, sympathetie mining officials 
point out that a sub-recorder will be 
stationed at Barkerville. It will not 
be the same. The people of Barker- 
ville like the assistant who will be 
located there — but in the very na- 
ture of things a sub-recorder's duties 
are merely local; no aura of author- 
itv attaches to them. And, from a 
practical standpoint, the big men of 
Cariboo mining will not have to talk 
over things with the Gold Commis- 
sioner. 

No longer may the men of old 
Barkerville swagger down the nar- 
row street flanked by decaying build- 
ings leaning crazily or propped up 
with timbers, conscious of the fact 
that the ancient camp built about 
Billy Barker’s cabin was the capital 
of Cariboo. 

To those who toil and moil on the 
creeks and in the hills there is a 
great importance attached to the 
place where the Gold Commissioner 
presides. That feeling of outstanding 
value and respect will go down the 
old road, by Jack of Clubs Lake, and 
through Devil’s Canyon, and by old 
Stanley and Cottonwood to repose 
now at Quesnel. It is a hard blow 
for the proud old place to take. 

But Barkerville will struggle on, 
hope stil burning that some way, 
wil yet be found of reaching the 
deep — and immensely rich — bot- 
tom of the meadows; and that new 
discoveries will uncover other ancient 
channels that were carpeted with 
gold, just as were Conklin’s Gulch 
and Stout's Gulch and other famous 
treasure places. And in its days to 
come, Barkerville will lean even more 
heavily upon its memories of the 
days of labor and nights of laughter, 
and of the great figures who ‘moved 
up and down when the rotting logs 
of the old buildings were freshly 
peeled and redolent of the forest. 

They will remember that the first 
government offices were located 
above the canyon; and that the min- 
ers dubbed it “Elwyntown” in honor 
of the first Gold Commissioner, Tom 
Elwyn, and how Lieut. H. S. Palmer 
of the Royal Engineers, with the en- 
thusiastic support of the modest Gold 
Commissioner, induced them to adopt 
the descriptive title of “Richfield.” 

They will recall stories that have 
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been handed down of how Judge 
Matthew Baillie Begbie used to pre- 
side there, and of how he wrote long 
despatches describing the place. One 
of these reports penned by the judge 
at the end of 1862 recounts how nar- 


rowly the wealth of the creek below 
the canyon escaped discovery. 

In picturesque language Begbie 
told of how miners sank holes 10 
to 12 feet without encountering 
values; and how, had there been a 
sufficient supply of flour available, 
they would have deserted the place, 
but while waiting for a stock they 
continued to dig — and struck it 
rich. So it was that at its very be- 
ginnings as a camp, Barkerville had 
its trials and tribulations; so great 
that disappointed men called it 
“Humbug Creek" — and out of dis- 
appointment had come triumph. 

Then, too, there will be stories told 
of Captain W. G. Cox, the irrepres- 
sible Irishman, who presided there 
and who settled a dispute over a 
piece of ground by having the claim- 
ants run a foot race; and of the great 
“Judge” Peter O’Reilly, and of the 
incorruptible and fearless Chartres 
Brew, who sleeps in the little, neg- 
lected cemetery; and of that out- 
standing man and matchless official, 
John Bowron, who was commissioner 
longer than any other incumbent, and 
who was honored by having a Cari- 
boo lake named for him. 
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Yes, these and a host of other no- 
table men who presided over the Gold 
Commissioner’s office in the 90 years 
that have passed will continue to 
serve and to comfort Barkerville 
through the inspiration that their 
very names conjure up on the banks 
of Williams Creek, 


OBITUARY 

On behalf of the membership of 
the Border Stamp Club in Lloyd- 
minster we regret to report the loss 
of John W. Swift, Club secretary. 

Jack as he is popularly known 
to his friends had been confined to 
his house for a short time and ex- 
nected to be back at work shortly. 
He passed away on February 29th. 
He will be greatly missed by his 
friends in the local society and his 
other philatelic correspondents. Last 
fall he was instrumental in the or- 
ganization of a junior stamp club in 
the Town of Lloydminster. Just re- 
cently he had commenced some spade 
work on a proposed commemorative 
stamp in honor of the 50th anniver- 
sary of the arrival of the Barr 
Colony in the Lloydminster district 
from England. 

In private life he was manager of 
the local Saskatchewan Co-Oper&tive 
Creameries plant, a position he had 
held for many years. He was a keen 
sportsman, being a past official and 
member of the Fish and Game Lea- 
gue, Saskatchewan Branch.

The best report on the plate 6 
situation I have seen is that by 
Major MacMillan, which appears in 
this issue. The only thing I can add 
is a reminder of my old thesis that 
information about numbers of 
stamps printed from each plate is 
obviously available and should be 
given to collectors. It is of interest 
and value to know that, as far as 
numbers printed are concerned, plate 
6 is about one hundred times scarcer 
than the average. Mr. Edward Mc- 
Grath of St. Catharines in a most in- 
teresting letter points out that the 
U.S. Post Office gives out this in- 
formation, and doesn’t believe it is 
asking too much to request that our 
own Post Office follow suit. I fully 
agree with him.

Rambling Gossip 
By Mufti 


The sudden passing of our esteem- 
ed monarch King George VI will na- 
turally in due course bring many 
changes in stamps of the Empire and 
likely during the next few months 
see some heavy buying by collectors 
of stamps issued during the late 
King’s reign. 

In company, no doubt, with many 
others I am short of several high 
denominations of the Crown Colo- 
nies. With most of us it is a ques- 
tion of what we can afford to spend 
on our hobby and like many general 
collectors my budget is limited. My 
first endeavour now will be to fill in 
those empty spaces to the limit of 
my pocket book. 

Being neither spectacular nor tip- 
ster it is difficult to suggest how 
rapidly changes in value may con- 
front us, but in my chats with deal- 
ers it is felt that catalog values will 
advance strongly at the end of the 
year for many of the late obsoletes 
and especially those issues which 
have been replaced with decimal cur- 
rency in the British Americas. 

It will be interesting to know who 
will issue the first stamps of Queen 
Elizabeth for which there is bound 
to be a rush. I suggest for the mo- 
ment a wise move for collectors 
would be to fill in missing items in 
any George 6th issues while they are 
obtainable at fair prices. 

The new stamps from Australia of 
4!5d and 6%d have just been shown 
me by a Mortreal dealer who receiv- 
ed them by air mail, the new design 
so radically differnt to previous is- 
sues of our late King is most en- 
chanting. I am sure in this many of 
you will agree. 

Those of you who have read New 
York “Stamps” will appreciate H. L. 
Lindquist's delightful eulogy of our 
late King. It was a significant kind- 
ly reference in language which will 
appeal strongly not only to all of us 
here but to collectors who read it 
everywhere in the British Empire. 

It is not likely any cancellation of 
coming releases will be made. These 
final issues of the reign will without 
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doubt be popular and well sought 
after. Interesting issues are in the 
offing including the Barbados Cen- 
tenaries due to be released sometime 
in April. 

The short lived issue of the Kenya 
Royal Visits will be a surprise to 
many. They were available only for 
nine days and referred to in the over- 
seas press as the shortest life for 
any recent commemorative issue. 

London “SC” refers to our Air 
Mail issues Cl, C3 and C4 as being 
scarce in well centered condition, 
true enough they are. A further re- 
ference was made to C5 in the pale 
shade which here is known to us as 
“The Blond Flyer.” A few dealers 
may still have it. It is scarce enough. 
I note it is still on Mr. J. N. Sissons' 
list.
